BRITISH MUSEUM CATALOGUE. 

The “General Catalogue ” of the Library of the British 
Museum is primarily (A) an Authors' Catalogue of (B) General 
Literature. 

In reference to (A), however, it is obvious that a 
considerable number of works in General Literature are 
anonymous, or impersonal in nature. Under the Buies of 
an Authors’ Catalogue, this loads to the majority of works 
which relate to specified countries, towns, &e., being entered 
under the names of the places referred to. For this reason, 
a considerable number of works relating to India, Bengal, 
Bombay, Madras, Punjab, Calcutta, etc will be found under 
those headings in tho Authors’ Catalogue of the Library of 
tho British Museum. 

In regard to Indian Official Documents in the Library of 
the British Museum, suoh publications (with few exceptions') 
do not appear in the Authors’ Catalogue, as they require to 
be dealt with according to a different sot of Cataloguing 
Buies.
